GERMANS BOTTLE UP ALLIES. | 

Reports from German sources say 
that a portion of the French and British 
troops on the Sambre and Meuse rivers 
have been surrounded by German forces 
as a result of the late fighting. This can 
not be confirmed here. The German re- 
port also asserts that the French east 
army has been pagtly driven to the 
south, This is denied in official circles 
here. 

Despite the optimistic feeling that the 
allies will stem the tide of defeat that 
has been theirs since the opening of the 
War, there are persistent reports, which 
can not confirmed, that the new 
cabinet is seriously considering the re 
moval of the seat of the French govern- 
Ment to Bordeaux. This removal will 
take place only in the event the Germans 
Pass the second line of defense marked 
by the Rheims-Challons line. 

PLAN IS TO HELP CZAR.

The Russian mobilization was 
carried through with astonishing rapid- 
ity and promptness. Austria's decision 
to turn its entire force against Russia 
attests the situation in the east.

Tales of Sack of Louvain 
Charge Barbaric Horrors. 


[By Cable te The Chicago Tribune.) 

LONDON, Aug. 28.+The Morning 

| Post's correrpondent at Terneused, Hol- 

land, in a cleapatch dated today, tells of 

| the bu:iming of Louvain and charges that 

many residents of that historic Belgian 
city were killed. 

“Louvain,” he says. “was sacked 
Wednesday night by Germans. The 
greater part of the populetion was mas- 
sacred, including women, children, and 
clergy. Their nationality did not save 
one English and one American clergy- 
man. All the noble public buildings, in- 
cluding the town hall, library, and uni- 
versity, were destroyed, 

That is the tale of horror disclosed at 
Malines by fleeing refugees and 
firmed by the correspondent and by es- 
caped notables from the destroyed city,

Germans Fire on Germans. 

“ What seems to have happened is that 
the German army, defeated at Malines on 
the previous day, fell back upon Lou- 
vain in some disorder. Reaching the town 
in the evening, German fugitives were 
fired upon in error by their own troops. 

„Rage at this misfortune and chagrin 
at their defeat seem to have inflamed the 
invaders, Who set systematically to work 
to massacre the population and destroy 
the city, Whose monuments belonged as 
much to civilization as to Belgium. 

„It ie not possible to put upon paper the 
accounts of the fugitives, They were 
given in gestures and broken éxclama- 
tions rather than in sentences, The pur- 
port was Always thesame: That the civil! 
population bad done nothing, but that at 
night when the retreating German sol- 
diere began to arrive, suddenly the in- 
vadere became angry and began to 
slaughter, pillage, and destroy. ! 

City Is in Ruins, 

* Nothing remains of Louvain but ruina, 
nor of its population but fugitives, It is 

possible when the full story comes to be 
told it will be found that the horror was 
not quite so great. For all the accounts 
are from people fleeing for their lives, 
Among these people, however, were four 
civic dignitaries who were in the city 
during the night and who were actually 
in the hands of Germans, but escaped. 
Their relation of facts is what is followed 
in this dispatch, for it ia more likely to 
be accurate and sober,

War Bureau’s Account, 

The British war information bureau 
announces the following: 

“The Belgian m.nister of foreign af- 
faire reports that on Tuesday a German 
army corps, after receiving a check, with- 
drew in disorder to the city of Louvain. 

The Germans on guard at the entrance 
of the city Mistak.ng the nature of this 
incursion, fired upon their countrymen, 
whom they mistook for Belgians. 

“Im spite of all the denials from the 
authorities the Germans, in order to 
cover their m.stake, pretended that it 
was the inhabitants who had fired on 
them, whereas the inhabitants, including 
the police, all had bee~ disarmed more 
than a week before. 


Orders City’s Destruction. 

Without inquiry and without listen- 
ing to any protest, the German com- 
mander announced that the town would 
be destroyed immediately. The inhabi- 
tants were ordered to leave their dwell- 
ings and some were made prisoners. The 
women and children were placed on 
trains the destinations of which are not 
known and soldiers furnished with bombs 
set fire to all parts of the city. The 
eplendid church of St. Pierre, the univer- 
sity buildings, the Nbrary and scientific 
establishments, were delivered to the 
flames, 

“Several notable citizens were shot. 
The city, which had a population of 45,- 
000 and was the intellectual metropolis 
of the low countries, is now nothing more 
than a heap of ashes. 


BELGIANS PROTEST TO U. &. 
Washington, D. C. Aug. . — Formal 
protest against the burning of Louvain 
by German troops as u viclation of inter- 
national law and the laws of humanity 
was submitted to the state department 
late today by Belgian Minister Havenith. 
The minister was deeply moved when he 
left Secretary Bryan's office, where for 
the last weeks his visits have meant the 
record of pathetic history for hie country. 
“I bring this knowledge to the United 
States,” the minister said sadly, “ for it 
is not only Belgium who has to mourn. 
This thing concerns the whole world.” 


INDIA’S ARMIES 
TO AID ALLIES 


Kitchener Says Far Eastern 
Troops Now Are on 
Way to Aid De- 
fense of Paris. 


WILL FILL UP THE GAPS 


LONDON, Aug. Native troops from 
India are now on thelr way fo increase 
the British forces in Frame. This was 
made known today through announce- 
ments in the house of lords by the Mar- 
quis of Crewe, secretary of state for 
India, and Lord Kitchener, secretary of 
State for war. 

Lord Kitchener said that in addition to 
reinforcements which would be recived 
from thie country the government rad 
decided that the British army in France 
should be increased. The Indian troops 
were chosen to increase the forces. Lord 
Kitchener added that all the gaps in the 
army in France were being filled up. 

India Wants to Help. 

The Marquis of Crewe said: 

“It hag been deeply impressed on the 
government that the wonderful wave of 
enthusiasm and loyalty at the present 
time passing over India is largely due 
to the desire of the Indian people that 
Indian soldiers should stand side by side 
with their comrades in the British army. 

“India is aware of the employment of 
African troops to assist the French army 
and it would have been a disappointment 
to India if they had been debarred from 
taking part in the war in Europe. 

»Our army will thus be reinforced by 
poldiers—high souled men—of first rate 
training, and I am certain that they will 
give the best possible account of them- 
selves.

BELIEVE IN NAVAL PROWESS.

was. Later, after the great expedition- 
ary force had been safely landed on 
French soil, England knew how a part 
of its mighty armada had been employed, 
but what everybody wanted was action. 
They wanted to read of the fearful havoc 
of fourteen inch shells, of sinking ships, 
and of submarine exploits; but the fleet 
remained in obscurity and England had 
to be satisfied with assurances that when 
the time came it would give a proper ac- 
count of itself.

The 
boats were scattered and five men lost 
their lives as a result of the storm. The 
location of the fleet is not given. 


THREE BRITISH PRIZES. 


CHEFOO, China, Aug. 28.—Three 


German merchant ships, the steamers 
Frisia, Hanametal, and Paklat, have 
been captured by the British fleet and 
taken to Wei-Hai-Wei. A number of 
refugee women and children from Tsing- 
Tau on board the Paklat were trans- 
ferred to another vessel and taken to 
‘Tien-Tsin. 

“The steamer Hanametal flies the 
American flag. It has been in the coast- 
img trade between Vladivostok and 
Taing-Tau. It is owned by a naturalized 
American whose citizenship has been 
forfeited by long absence from the Unit- 
States. 

SHIFTED ITS CREWS. 

The Hanametal last sailed from 
Shanghai, ostensibly to remove the wom- 
en and children from Tsing-Tau, but in 
some quarters here it is believed it car- 
ried contraband of war. 

Before leaving Tsing-Tau for Shang- 
hai it dismissed its British crew and 
shipped a crew of Germans.

France Submits to U. . a Sworn

Washington, D. C., Aug. 28.—France 
has submitted to the. United States and 
other neutral governments a sworn state- 
ment that after an engagement at Moncel 
a German officer fired on three Red Cross 
nurses, killing two and wounding the 
third. 

Marcelle Jouy, the nurse who was 
wounded, swore that after the battle on 
Aug. 15 she was attending the wounded 
with two other nurses when a German 
officer opened fire on them from a distance 
of less than thirty. feet. 

A bullet shattered her arm, she said, 
and she fainted. On recovering conscious- 
ness, she found her two companions dead 
beside her with bullets in their bodies. 
All three nurses, her statement says, 
plainly were the insignia of the Red 
Cross.

LOUVAIN RELIC 
OF FEUDAL DAY 


Quaint Old Town Noted for 
Its Romance, Barbar- 
ism, and Culture. 


STOREHOUSE OF ART. 


On of the quaintest and most pictur- 
esque memorials of the days of feudaliem 
has been lost to modern civilization 
through the burning of Louvain by the 
eGrmans. The little town of 42,200 popu- 
lation, which nestied within a circle of 
hille in the valley of the Dyle. was a 
veritable stofehouse of art treasures and 
antiquities which can never be replaced. 

There was hardly a building within tne 
ramparts but which breached the alr of 
dome romance of the middle ages or 
marked a™etepping stone in ite stirring 
history. Once before war robbed t of 
ite commercial prestige, only to permit 
it to rise pheenixlike as the center of 
learning during the sixteenth century. At 
the opening of the present war K still 
boasted of the largest university in Bel- 
g. um in which thousands of antique vol- 
umes and prints were stored. Its mu- 
seums and its churches housed scores of 
paintings of the old Flemish masters. 


Marked by Culture and Barbarism. 
Louvain has passed through successive 
periods of culture and barbarity ever since 


Julius Caesar established a permanent 


camp there during his campaigns against 
the Beigians and the Germans. 

In the eleventh century it became the 
residence of the long line of dukes of 
Brabant and was th ecapital until Brus- 
sels wrested this distinction from it during 
an uprising of weavers against their feu- 
cal masters. 

In the fourteenth century it had gained 
a population of bei ween 100,000 and 160 
6000, and there were no leas than 2,400 
woolen manufactories. The weavers were 
a turbulent lot, however, and when they 
rose againet the Duke Wencela 
Lconquered them and forced thou 
them to fee to Holland and England. It 
was then that Brussels became the capi- 
tal and Louvain lost its prestige as a cen- 
ter of the clothmaking industry, 

Scholars began to pour into the town, 
however, to gleam what learning they 
could from the old parchments and books 
which its castles contained. In 1428 Duke 
John IV. of Brabant founded Louvain 
university. Students flocked there from 
all over the world. In the sixteenth cen- 
tury it had 4,000 students and forty-three 
colleges, Until the German invasion 
many of these old buildings were Still 
standing. 


Conducted by Catholics. 

It was given up by the government in 
1834, and since that time has been con- 
ducted by the Catholics. Last year it had 
an enrollment of upward of 2,000 students. 
The building in which it is now conducted 
was remodeled from an old warehouse of 
the Cloth Makers’ guild in 1317. Uppe 
stories were added in 1680. The arches’ 
and pillare on the ground floor, the en- 
trance from the Rue des Cordes, still bore 
a wealth of carvings, soulptures, and bas- 
reliefs of the old masters. 

The library occupied a large room with 
fine wood panels, carved in intricate de- 
signs. It held 150,000 volumes and thou- 
sands of manuscripts, valuable beyond 
price. In the center of the room stood a 
colossal group representing a scene from 
the flood, sculptured by Geerts in 1839. 


Hotel De Ville Famous. 

One block to the north of the university 
ie the Grand place on which faced the 
Hotel de Ville, one of the finest examples 
of the late Gothic style of architecture 
in Europe. It surpassed the town halls

The task of communicating with Chi- 
eago tourists detained in Europe has as- 
sumed such large proportions thet the 
council relief committee was compelled 
yesterday to change its plans. Hereafter 
Mayor Harrison will be asked to transmit 
the list of Chicagoans to Secretary of 
State Bryan with the request that the 
machinery of the state department be set 
in motion for the purpose of obtaining 
tidings of their whereabouts. 

Ald. John A. Richert proposed this 
method after conferring with —— Har- 
rison. 

“ The mayor is in favor of the shia and 
I think it would be better than sending 
an emissary to Washington, said Ald. 
Richert. Close to 300 appeals have been 
received, and the cost to the city of 
cabling in each of these instances would 
be almost prohibitive.”

Deetitution among Chicago's poor as re- 
vealed by Eugene T. Lies, superintendent 
of the United Charities, and Mies Harriet 
Vittum, head resident of the Northwest- 
ern University settlement, yesterday 
startied the manicipal markets commis- 
sion and strengthened the determination 
of that body to establish two temporary 
markets as soon as possible. The prob- 
able locations are the Goldsmith school 
property at Maxwell and Union. streets 
and the Washington school site at Mor- 
gan and Erie streets. 

“Our people are depleted financially 
and physically,’’ said Miss Vittum. The 
situation is almost unspeakable; babies 
are dying faster than ever before. It is 
worse than anything I have known. The 
Deering works have shut down and 10,000 
men lost employment. 

The grocers in our neighborhood have 
been extending credit almost to their 
limit, and a market where people can 
buy things cheaply is an absolute neces- 
sity.” 


Lies Agrees with Miss Vittum. 

“Miss Vittum has made some strong 
statements. but they are none too strong. 
said Mr. Lies. There is something like 
A war situation in Chicago. Slow starva- 
tion is going on in Chicago. Thousands 
cf families cannot be taken care of by 
charitable organizations or the usual re- 
Lef agencies. 

In the ten months ending July 31 there 
was an increase of 6,504 families that ap- 
pealed to us for aid over the § :mber for 
the same period last year. The total for 
the period from Oct. 1, 1913, to July 31.

Washington, D. C., Aug. 28.—The forti- 
fications of Paris and their ability to re- 
sist a siege are receiving the close attep- 
tion of miltary observers, now that Paris 
is the announced objective point of the 
German forces, and the French ministry 
of war has adopted urgent means of 
strengthening ~~ city’s defenses to the 
uimost. ,. 

These fortifications consist of three die- 

tinct circles sweeping around the city— 
first, the solid wall Of masonry 18 feet 
high, ing for twenty-two miles 
around the old sections of Paris; second. 
the system of seventeen detached forts, 
‘arranged at intervals, two miles beyond 
the wall and making a Gircuit of the city 
thirty-four’ miles long; and third, an 
outer. girdle of forts seventy-five miles 
long. on. the heights commanding the val- 
lex of the Seine. 
The wall around Paris and the seven- 
teen detached forts two miles beyond the 
wall were built by Louis Philippe. They 
‘sustained the German siege of 1870-71. 
and the outer forts have since been great- 
ly strengthened. The third line of forts, 
on the hills of St. Germaine, Cormeilles, 
and Villiers, are of modern construction, 
with the latest types of batteries and 
heavy guns. 

The inner wall about Paris surrounds 
the best known and most important sec- 
tions of the city, including the business 
sections along the Grand boulevards, the 
residence sections on the north and west 
ef the city, and the Latin quarter and 
Other sections on the left bank of the 
Seine. 

On the outside of the wall e circle of 
suburbs extends for many miles, includ- 
ing Neuilly, Argenteuil, Versailles, Vin- 
cennes, and many others.

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Telegraph Line from Chi- 
cago fo Milwaukee. 


Gen. Charles Truman Hotchkiss, noted 
a6 the first builder of a telegraph line in 
Chicago, and one time famous as the 
colonel of the Railroad brigude in the 
evil war, died yesterday at the James 
B. King Home for Old Men. He was 82 

rs old. 

Gen. Hotchkiss died poor. At one time 
he was one of the most popular men in 
Nunols and Chicago. During the world’s 
fair he was rated as being worth several 
million dollars. By unfortunate invest- 
ments his fortune was swept away and 
in May he entered the home. 

Gen. Hotchkiss, with his father, Col. 8. 
W. Hotchkiss, built and operated the 
Hotchkiss telegraph lines extending from 
Chicago to Milwaukee in 1848. The father 
and son cut their own polesand strung the 
wire. A year was required before the 
une was completed. Charles Hotchkiss 
was the Chicago operator. 

It was a considerable number of years 
later before the rafiroad companies 
adopted the telegraph system, but when 
they did Charles Hotchkiss was made 
chief operator on the Galena and Chicago 
railroad. 

When the civil war started Charles 
Hotchkiss was made a lieutenant in the 
Eleventh IIlinois regiment, under Gen. 
W. H. L. Wallace. At the battle of 
Shiloh, Gen. Wallace was killed, and 
Lieut. Hotchkiss was transferred to Gen. 
MeClernand’s regiment and made a 
captain. 

In August,

In Atlantic Campaign. 

Hotchkiss was in all the engagements 
oi the Atlantic campaign. He was also 
in the battle at Spring Hill, the battle of 
Franklin, the battle of Nashville, and at 
the defeat of Hood's army. March 13, 
15, Col. Hotchkiss was promoted to 
brigadier general for gallant service. 

Gen. Hotchkiss returned to Chicago 
After after the war and engaged in the | 
bridge building and contracting business. 
He was appointed pension agent by Pres- | 
ident Johnson. His acceptance of the po- 
sition at the hands of President Johnson 
80 prejudiced him in the eyes of President 
Grant, under whom he had served as a 
soldier, that when President Grant took 
office he refused to reappoint him. His 
fellow citizens were not so prejudiced, and 
in 1869 he was elected city clerk of Chi- 
cago. He held the office two years and 
was re@lected. 

While city clerk the great Chicago fire 
occurred. Gen. Hotchkiss was made 
chairman of the relief and aid committee. 
His service in giving aid to the destitute 
people won commendation for him from 
all sources. ‘ 


Built Three Hotels. 

After his second term as city clerk was 
terminated Gen. Hotchkiss again engaged 
in business. He made a considerable for- 
tune and then turned to the hotel busi- 
ness. He built and conducted the St. 
Caroline hotel on the west side, the Clar- 
encon hotel on the north side, and the 
Hotel Strickland. 

Gen. Hotchkies wae married to Miss 
Frances E. Dyer, daughter of Nathan 
Dyer, one of Chicagos cailiest settlers. 
He had one son, William Hotchkiss, a 
(vil engineer. Following his son's death 
Gen. Hotchkiss’ health declined, and his 
fortune meited away. Gen. Hotchkiss 
wes prominent as a Mason anda member 
of the G. A. R.

Encouraging to Friends. 

“In spite of the slight increase in the 
numbers of killed and injured there are 
abundant reasons “why those who are 
laboring for better forms of celebration 
siftould feel encouraged. Never has any 
cause been taken up so effectively by 
the public press as has this movement 
for a ‘safe and sane celebration of the 
Fourth of July’—an expression which 
as become so familiar in a few brief 
years. Never before has public sentiment 
been so unan:mous or positive as in the 
overwhelming demand for a cessation of 
the noisy and destructive methods of 
celebration. And this year these evi- 
dences were more marked than ever. 
Besides the splendid service rendered by 
the newspapers in the work of reform, 
societies and associations, municipal, 
state, and national in their scope, have 
been unusually active. 

“For six years the Journal's reports 
with a few exceptions seemed to fall or 
deaf ears. A notable exception was THE 
CHICAGO TRIBUNE, which as a news fea- 
ture for several years immediately fol- 
» lowing the Fourth had published unveri- 
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‘Fireworks Kill Thirty-seven.

Besides the ins deaths due to tetanus,

The 
most serious fact presented this year is 
that sixteen persons, mostly little girls or 
small children, were burned to death by 
fire from fireworks, three of these being 
reported as due to supposedly harmless 
sparklers! 


Injuries to Eyes. 

“Three persons were totally blinded 
this year, thirteen lost one eye each, 
sixteen lost legs, arms or hands, and sixty- 
seven lost one or more fingers. This year 
402 injuries were due to the giant fire- 
cracker, which continues to hold firat 
place as a cause of lacerated wounds and 
was responsible for most of the losses of 
eyes, hands and fingers. 

“A surprisingly increased number of 
injuries were caused by firearms this 
year, 231 cases being reported, including 
five deaths. As usual many of these 
injuries were caused by stray bullets from 
the reckless use of firearms by other 
persons. The use of cannon, including 
many of the improvised variety, resulted 
in 148 injuries this year, including four 
killed. In the twelve years a total of 
42,786 persons—the equivalent of over 
forty regiments—were killed or injured in 
the celebration of the Fourth of July.”

Harold Begbie, author of many Chris- 
tian and optimiste books, offers a timely 


volume entitled THE HAPPY IRISH.” 


It consists of a series of articles published 
in the London Daily Chronicle under the 
title, “ The Lady Next Door,” and deal- 
ing with Ireland and her present prob- 
lems. Mr. Begbie desired to get at Irish 
feeling from the Irish themselves, and 
having a genius for reaching the heart of 
lowly and shy people, he journeyed pretty 
much over the island, living here and 
there and making friends of the men of 
the different sections. Any one who 
wishes to get at the very essence of the 
present distressful mood of Ulster wil 
find here the explanation—and that ex- 
planation will not be, it is safe to say, 
quite what he now imagines. For itis to 
Ulster and a bitter Protestantism that he 
lays the blame, fighting and loving Prot- 
esiant though the author of *‘ Twice Born 
Man „ undoubtedly is. It is the relent- 
leas labor and iron prosperity of Belfast 
that he finds terrible, not the poverty of 
thé villages, which he says did not shock 
or pain him. “On the contrary,” he 
writes, “I was often conscious of @ cer- 
tain envy in my commerce with the 
peasants of Ireland; for if their poverty 
is afflicting, it does not embitter them; it 
seems to purify and sweeten them; and 
if their toil is hard it is at least never 
out of partnership with hope. “ Catho- 
lic Ireland,“ he observes, ‘“‘ desires nat- 
ural conditions and conservative patience. 
She would develop her resources quietly 
and naturally. She is of the opinion that 
existence is more important than wages. 
She has no ambition to be rich at the cost 
of peace, to gain the whole world and 
lose her own soul.“ But he finds Belfast 
aggressive, greedy, devoted to display, 
stiff, repellent, and angry natured.

An expert bacteriologist says that the 
results of eating these things as well as 
contaminated salt meat and fish (watch 
the careless handling in some places) and 
blood and liver sausages are forms of 
nervousness which reach to the center of 
the nervous system, even the brain, dis- 
turbances in the muscular system, sus 
pension of digestive secretions, one mani- 
festation of which is difficulty in swel- 
lowing; hoarseness and often death as a 
painful and final result. 

Various bacilli produce spores which 
will live through pickling and smoking 
processes, and afterward develop in im- 
perceptible decomposition. If the raw 
materials are perfectly handled these or- 
ganisms cannot get at them; but the peo- 
ple who handle food generally know 
nothing of bacteria, and few of them are 
anything but careless.

INONA LAKE, Ind., Aug. 28.—A 
recital of experiences in Europe 
afier the outbreak of war by the 
Rev. James I. Vance, pastor of 
the First Presbyterian church 

of Nashville, Tenn., aroused attendants 
at the Bible conference today to an un- 
usual pitch of enthusiasm. The choir 
led the audience in singing patriotic airs, 
including The Battle Hymn of the Re- 
public" and Dixie.“ The pulpit was 
draped with flags, including the union 
jack and the French tricolor. 

Dr. Vance was one of the delegates to 
the first national church peace conference 
at Constance, Switzerland, held under 
the auspices of the Church Peace union. 
He described the distress suffered by 
thousands of Americans, 1,400 of whom 
returned on the same ship with him, and 
the horrors of war as they came under 
his observation. 

The day I reached Paris war was de- 
clared,"’ Dr. Vance said. We were vir- 
tually prisoners in the city. I saw Amer- 
ican girls, college graduates, unattended, 
begging and sobbing, some of whom stood 
in line continually a day anda night wait- 
ing for permission to buy railroad tickets 
out of France. Thousands were clamor-

ing for the same privileges and only a few 
could be served ata time. After we got 
to sea it took us two hours and a half 
to get into our English port, moving back - 
ward and forward in order to escape the 
hidden mines.“

Thomas Patrick Keyes, “ king of Chi- 
cago'’s confidence men, who has served 
thrae terms in prison and been indicted 
fourteen times in Cook county within the 
past seven years, is launching a new 
scheme to catch the unwary. 

He ia operating under the name of 
“ Patrick Construction company "— 
“Patrick” being his middle name. He 
has spacious offices in the Security buiid- 
ing. If one can judge by yesterday aft- 
ernoon’s activity he is doing a land office 
business. 

At present it is merely a paper corpo- 
ration.“ He admits it himself, but hopes | 
to get capital through his old scheme ol 
advertising in the newspapers for part- 
ners or private secretaries’ with 
funds to invest. He says it will be cap- | 
italized at “$100,000 divided equally be- 
tween preferred and common stock. 


Attorney Gives Advice. | 
A client of Attorney Edgar J. Cook | 
answered an advertisement and was on 
the verge of sinking $8,000 when he sought | 
the lawyer's advice. Mr. Cook inveati- 
gated and replied to Keyes as follows: 
I have this day advised my ciient 
to reject your proposition for the follow- 
ing reasons:

Approve McReynolds’ Course. 
Mr. vragen addressed a letter to the at- 
orney weneral today in which he says 
‘hat he and Mr. Morrison have approved 
“ the course of the attorney general 
‘hroughout the investigation.

had edjudged unlawful. 


Demand Real Dissolution. 

“On the other hand, the present ad-

$5,000 from each victim. A couple of 
years ago there were seven complaints 
against him at one time in the Municipal 
court. 

To those who know his methods and 
how he stood in with certain crooked po- 
lice, it is no surprise how he escaped con- 
viction so often. Keyes is known as the 
best compromiser in the confidence game 
fraternity. Most of the victims who had | 
nerve enough to cause his arrest were 
willing to take back part of their money | 
and forget to cppear in court. In several | 
instances he forfeited his bonds, but the 
majority of the cases against him remain | 
pigeonholed for the lack of prosecution. 
This is no fault of the state’s attorney's 


office. 


To Prison Three Times. 

The only successful prosg@-utions in 
Cook county were in 1907, when Keyes 
was fined $525 and coste in one case and 
committed to the house of correction in 
another. Just a year previous to this 
Keyes served a two year termine M.s- 
souri penitentiary. Last year he served 
nine months in the house of correction 
at Milwaukee.

“Seventy children made the prom.ses 
and were each given a plot of ground 
four feet square,” said Miss Goldsmith. 
“The boys brought their wheelbarrows 
and hauléd sand and leaf mold to enrich 
the evil. On their small portions of soil 
the caidren have grown vegetables and, 
flowers three inches apart. 

“They have had beets to take home to 
their mothers almost on every picking 
day, which is Friday. They have had 
four crops of radishes, two crops of let- 
tuce, and the Swiss chard has never given 


abundant. The pepper grass has beep 
splendid when mixed with bread and 
butter, the children say. 


Flowers Beautify Plats. 

„ But the row of flowers adds beauty 
to the gardens. Each child has one red 
geranium, a wax plant, a petuna, a candy 
tuft, or a bunch of nasturtiums. The 
children before frost comes will take the 
flowers home in pots to keep during the 
winter. Put we intend to stay in the gar- 
dens until we are driven out by the cold. 

„I believe that every child should have 
the privilege of digging in the soll. It 
teaches Spirituality as nothing eise can 
and then the vegetables play an impor- 
tant part in cutting the high cost of liv- 
ing in the families, The ch:ldren have 
been able to divide the vegetable bills in 
their households. The mothers await 
* picking day in the gardens as eagerly 
as do the children. The girls are more 
expert gardeners than the boys this 
year.” 

Have “Crop Failures.” 

“The children learned the sad experi- 
ence which befalls the farmer at ‘ crop’ 
failures. The caterpillars took the corn 
this year. The children could not raise 
more than two hilis of very inferior 


malse. 
The children not only know the vege- 


tables, but they are familiar with all the 
weeds. They are keen observers of all 
plant life and study the growth of new 
flowers when they go to the country. 


SENATOR BORAH OPENS 
ATTACK ON CLAYTON BILL. 


Declares It Permits Employes Jury 
Trials in Contempt Cases, but De- 
nies Them to Employers. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Washington, D. C., Aug. 28.—[S8pecial.] 
—One court for the employer and another 
for his employé—a jury trial for contempt 
when alleged against the employé and 
the court to try the case when presented 
against the employer. Such are the pro- 
visions of the Clayton bill as the Demo- 
cratic senators have left it. 

Calling on Democratic senators to ex- 
plain thie legislation, Senator Borah of 
Idaho today indicated a purpose in the
